Claims 1-25 are allowed. 

Reasons For Allowance 

The prior art of record does not teach or suggest triggering a processor of a 
computer system to enter a low power state in which a first voltage supplied to a core of 
the processor is reduced to a level that causes a state of the processor to be lost and 
saving at least a portion of the state of the processor to a memory region, which is 
powered by a second voltage of the processor upon entering the low power state.
